A move afoot in the Florida legislature to make it as easy for 
voters to register at the state level as President Jimmy Carter 
wants to make registration in federal elections could 
completely change the face of elections in the state. ~ 

Discussion has just started in Congress on President 
Carter's idea of how voting should be made easier but Rep. Ed 
Healey of West Palm Beach, who happens to be heading up 
the Palm Beach County Legislative Delegation this year, 
wants to extend that, ease to everyone in the state and he’s 
prepared a bill to that effect. 

Healey’s bill, co-sponsored by House Sepaker Don Tucker, 
would reportedly give anyone the right to register to vote at 
the same time they go to the polls to cast their ballot, making 
the whole operation in one painless visit. 

The question a lot of people, and we're among them, have, 
is just how easy would that same bill make it for unscrupulous 
candidates, or their supporters, to perpetrate election fraud on 
the state. 

The only assurances we've received so far on the federal 
level is that the legislation would include a stiff punishment 
for fraud. 

That's okay so far as it оез but who's going to enforce it? 
"The penalty for vote fraud may not be as harsh now as it would 
be under the new pénalty but it's all but unenforced, anyway, 
with the requirement of registering before the books close 
more than a month before the election. 

The fines are provided but neither the state nor the County 
have the personnel to check the information filled in when a 
person registers with the Supervisor of Elections Office; at 
least there's no check unless someone complains that. fraud 
has been done. 

The fact is, the average person could probably get away 
with voting more than once right now. Any doubt? Check your 
own voter registration card. Then think back to-what kind of 
proof was required when you registered that you were who 
you said you were or that you lived where you said you did. 

Sure, a person might be caught after the election if someone

Use of diagnostic 
X-ray is not in question. Whatever 
danger may exist comes from the 
possibility that the X-ray itself 
тау cause cancer. 

There still are unknown factors 
in this situation, the medical 
societies concede, but given the 
existing state of medical know- 
ledge, some practical guidelines for 
mammography are offered. 

1. Any woman, regardless of 
age, with signs or symptoms that 
indicate breast cancer (such as a 
lump) should have a mammograph. 

2. A woman who has a high 
risk of breast cancer (strong family 
history, previous breast cancer, no 
pregnancy before 30 years of age) 
should receive periodic screening 
examinations, including mammo- 
graphy. 

8. Periodic screening should be 
done for all women over 50. 

4. Women under 50 with symp- 
toms should not be screened until 
further facts are discovered on the 
benefits and risks.

Fire totals 
farm duplex 


PAHOKEE-A Monday afternoon 
fire totaled a duplex at 1820 Belle 
Glade Rd., Pahokee, owned by 
Vandegrift-Wiliams Farms, Inc. 
Residents of the home were Lottie 
Mae Polk «nd seven children but 
only three people were in the 
building at the time of the fire, 
Fire Chief Cecil Phillips said. 

No personal injuries were re- 
ported but the duplex, room 
numbers 105 and 107, was a "total 
loss", Chief Phillips said. Cause of 
the fire is under investigation. 


Upon the recommendation of 
Councilman Ray Hatton, the 
council agreed to file a protest 
with the Area Planning Board and 
with the University of .Florida 
over an incorrect population count 
as compared to a recent head 
count made by Russel & Axon 
Engineers.

former figure being more than the 
University of Florida's count of 
5,813. James-Sloane, engineer for 
Russel & Axon, however, noted 
that their count included people 
outside of the city limits, but he 
did not know what was includced 
in the other population studies. 


A motion made by Mr. Hatton 
to have Adley Associates conduct 
a management review 'of the city 
died due to the lack of a second.

The review, Hatton said, would 
cost the city approximately 
$10,000 or $11,000 all together but 
would be completed in two phases. 
The review would have supplied 
the city an outline of operations 
and recommendations оп úp- 
grading the departments. 

As recommended by the mayor, ' 
the council voted to enclose the 
patio area of the Chamber : of 
Commerce building and make it 
into office space. 

Council also voted to resurface 
the tennis courts immediately and 
to put up a temporary fence 
around the courts. The mayor was 
instructed to see that the lights vu 
the courts are sufficiently pro 
vided and aimed. — 

On the first readiug, council 
voted to adopt ordinance 774 . 
dealing with the purchasing 
poWers of city officials. Mayor 
Padgett had vetoed a previous 
purchase power increase but made 
no committment on the present 
ordinance.

PAHOKEE-In the city council 
meeting Tuesday night, council 
agreed to the purchase of 15 new 
fire hydrants and agreed that a 
study needs to be made of the fire 
department to increase its rating 
and to increase fire protection. 

"We should find out what we 
need to- do without. spending 
money and not upgrading the fire 
department," Mayor Düncan Pad- 
gett said. The Pahokee .Fire 
Department is- presently rated 
eighth on a scale of one to ten, ten 
being the lowest. 

Council agreed to advertise for 
15 breakaway ‘fire hydrants and 
five fire kits and to have an 
insurance survey made of the 
service. James Sloane, engineer 
from Russel and Axon engineering 
firm, said he thought he knew of a 
few insurance firms who would 
make a survey and a recom- 
mendation free of charge. 


“Before our department gets 
caught in another cramp, we need 
to get another fireman, then when 
one of us two firemen get sick, 
there will be someone to man the 
station," Fire Chief Cecil Phillips 
said. An application from Larry 
Wayne Gorsuch was received by 
council for the position of fireman. 

Councilman Bob Welty offered 
an amendment to the application. 
“Га like to see some type of 
intelligence test done on the 
applicants. We heed somebody 
working for us who can read and 
write," Welty said, noting he had 
nothing against the applicant. - 

The council also agreed to 
authorize City Clerk Betty MeCoy 
to write to Adley & Associates, 
city consultants, and authorize 
them to make application for state 
and federal grants for the 
purchase of new fire equipment.
